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DAY OF JUDGMENT 


The Israel Cabinet was still in session at 1.55 p.m. 


HERZOG traces the final 


ZE'EV SHAREF, the Isracli 
Minister of Housing, waa visiting 
the Golan Heights on Wednesday, 
October 3, to inaugurate a number 
of housing projects which had 
been constructed by his Ministry. 
At the ceremonies he conversed 
with Genera] Yitzhak Hofi, GOC 
Northern Command, and learnt of 
his concern about the un- 
paralleled Syrian military build- 
up along the front line. In the 
midat of his tour he was called 
back to Tel Aviv to attend a 
Cabinet meeting following Mrs. 
Melr's return from Vienna. He 
rushed back to Tel Aviv and heard 
a full report on the Prime 
Minister's discussions with 
Chancellor Kreisky. Not a word 
was said to the Cabinet about the 
Military situation along the two 
frontiers. 

Before the Cabinet assembled, 
Mrs. Meir's “Kitchen Cabinet" 
had met for over two hours in 
order to discuss the disturbing 
developments along the borders. 
Present at the meeting were Mrs. 
Meir; the Deputy Prime Minister, 
Yigal Allon; the Minister of 
Defence, Moshe Dayan; Yisrael 
Galili, Minister without Portfolio; 
the Chief of Staff, General Elazar; 
and the Chief of Intelligence 
Research, Brig. Shalev. Gen. 
Zelra, the Director of Inte)ligence, 
was Ill at home. Brig. Shalev 
presented a detailed picture of the 
devolopments along the borders, 
enumerating the capabilities of 
the enemy forces. Mrs, Meir ask- 
ed him a number of times whether 
the Arab armies would be capable 
of launching an attack from their 
present dispositions, The reply 
was in the affirmative. 
᾿ For some two hours the 
‘Kitchen Cabinet" concentrated 
its discusaions on the possible in- 
tentions of the Arab leadership in 
the light of this news. They recall- 
ed that in May, Intelligence had 
asserted that the likell!hood of the 
Arabs going to war was not very 
great. The Chief of Staff had then 
ditfered, but the Intelligence 
evaluation proved to be the cor- 
rect one. This time the Chief of 
Staff agreed with the Intelligence 
®valuation that an attack was un- 

kely. The consensus of the

counselling moderation. There

Al four o'clock on the morning 
of October 6, the strident buzz of 
the telephone ringing by hls bed- 
side woke Gen. Zcira. He listened 
to the voice at the other end of the 
line. He immediately dialled three 
numbers, one after the other, and 
woke up the Minister of Defence, 
Moshe Dayan, the Chief of Staff, 
Gen. Einaar, and the Deputy Chief 
of Staff, Gen. Tal. He recounted 
the information which he had 
received. He had firm information 
that war would break out on both 
fronts that evening towards sun- 
down. Within half an hour they all 
met at GHQ.

FIFTEEN THOUSAND years 
ago, Stone Age man lived at the 
outlet of Nahal Hadera. In those 
far-off days the river was wider, 
deeper, and immeasurably 
cleaner than it is today, and the 
people of the area — still hunters 
and gatherers, not planters — 
must have spent much of their 
time on the banks of its fast- 
running waters. 

This particular era, towards 
the end of the Upper Palacolithic 
or Old Stone Age, is also known as 
the epi-Palaeolithic period, and 
marks the beginning of the 
manufacture of microliths — very 
tiny flint tools. Skilled craftsmen 
expertly split sultably-sized 
Pieces of the flintstone core, then 
Chipped and shaped them as 
knives, borera, scrapers, 
arrowheads and other im- 
Plements geared to the specific 
needs of the colony. 

Maybe the moat dramatic way 
of visualizing the Hfe of those 
Sharon shore-dwellers 1s to drive 
north towards Hadera along the 
coastal highway. Just past 
Kollometrestone 47 is a junction, 
the left-hand branch of which 
lends to Givat Olga, the right- 
hand to Hadera, Take the Hadora 
road, then turn off to the left, 
bearing left again where a sign- 
Post indicates the path to the 
village of Hephziba.

To 
reach it from Hephziba, walk 
down the hill to the highway and 
continue northward for about 
100m. Cross the main road, and on 
a hillock among groves of 
eucalyptus trees, almost at the 
edge of the river's southern bank, 
you will see a square excavation, 
again with a plethora of flint and 
stone tools, rather larger than 
those in Hephziba, lining the ex- 
perimental trench. For easy 
reference, the archaeologists 
have dubbed this latter spot Nahal 
Hadera 5. 


AT ABOUT the same time as Dr. 
Ronen's dig, a Hebrew University 
team headed by Dr. Ofer Bar 
Yosef and Dr. Jameg Philips 
made αὶ tria) dig at Nahal Hadera 
5, a little closer to the sea, where 
three levels of prehistoric settle- 
ment with slight variations could 
be differentiated. 

Dr. Bar Yosef considera this 
site to pro-date that at Hephziba, 
and the multiple finds of certain 
types of filnt tools indicate that 
here was an example of what is 
called the Phase VI (Kebaran) in- 
dustry. Dr. Bar Yosef points out 
that although Kebaran sites are 
usually poor in animal bones, this 
particular one also has abundant 
ramains of deer, cattle and 
gazelle. i 

These two neighbouring spots 
are probably typical of other 
prehistoric villages along Israel's 
coastline. Taking the Hephziba dig 
as a pattern, it seems that 15,000 
or more years back there were 
industrious communities here in 
the Sharon — cormnmunities which 
made their simple, camplike 
homes in “tents... roofed over 
with animal skins supported by 
slanting poles," as Dr. Emmanuel 
Anati describes fn hia ‘‘Paleatine 
before the Hebrews." 

They hunted wild creatures, us- 
ing as weapons sticks tlpped with 
flint arrows, and cut up the car- 
casses with sharp, flint knives, 
often improved by fitting 
microlthic flint blades into a 
branch or thick twig. When the 
skins had been cleaned with 
broad, flat scrapers of flintstone, 
holes were pierced in them with 
pointed tools, and the skina were 
stitched together, probably with 
animal sinews. - :

Who were these people who 
dwelt between the shores of the 
Great Sea and the banks of Nahal 
Hadera so very long ago? How did 
they look? What language did they 
speak? What did they wear? Did 
they have some form of super- 
natural worship? Did they bury 
their dead? Where did they come 
from, and where did they go to? 

The present cxcavations have 


ἢ already shed a little light on this 
# shadowy pertod in Israel's 


prehistory. Maybe more work on 
the adjacent sites of Hephziba and 
Nehal Hadera 5 will help us to 
draw a clearer picture of life as it 


existed in the country at the close 


of the Old Stone Age. 


THESE TWO DIGS have opened 
up a window on to a litlle-known 
era in the saga of prehistoric 
Isracl. First to be noted and 
described was the Hephziba site 
spreading over about two 
dunama, which came to light dur- 
Ing an archaeological survey of 
the northern Sharon carried out in 
the summer of 1969. 

This survey, headed by Ram 
Gophna, then the official 
archaeologist of the Central 
Region, was one of the routine 
projects sponsored by the Depart- 
ment of Antiqulties, The finds 
aroused much interest for several 
reasons. One was the fact that the 
artefacts had remained in atiu —a 
rare phenomenon along the coaat, 
where usually such objects, are 
washed from place to place by the 


. 8@8 and river waters; the second 


was the abundance of animal 
bones mixed with the flints; and 
the third was the discovery of sim- 
ple grinding tools. 

The mere presence of these 
tools proves that grain, elther ina 
wild state or possibly cultivated, 
was an article of food even at that 
early date. It is generally 
accepted that the grinding of 
graln to flour began with the Natu- 
flan culture of some 12,000 years 
ago. The present finds pre-date 
this by approximately 8,000 years, 
thus revolutionizing the theories 
of prehistoric man's eating habits. 

During additional in- 
vestigations made in the summer 


‘of 1978 by Dr. Avram Ronen, on 


behalf of Tel Aviv University and 
the Department of Antiquities, it 
was revealed that the settlement 
at Hephziba waa indeed founded 
around 15,000 years ago. Accor- 
ding to Dr. Ronen, it is one of the 
oldest villages ever to be dis- 
covered in this part of the world. 

The inhabitants do not appear 
to have built permanent homes, 
but lived in tent shelters during 
the warmer months, moving into 
nearby cave dwellings for the 
winter. They gathered wild fruit 
and grain, ate roots and berries, 
and must have been skilled 
hunters, for a great number of 
bones of gazelle, cattle and wild 
boar were found. Despite the 
proximity of.the river and ocean, 
there were no signs of sea shella or 
fish bones, indicating that the men 
of prehistoric Hephziba did not 
cere for seafood. 

’ Another interesting find was 
that of two human: molars, the

over a year before, and the delay 
this time had been caused entirely 
by the Canadians. The value of the 
land on the free market was now 
around IL100m. A second com: 
promise was still possible, but 
only on the basis of a new agsegs- 
ment. 

The Canadians were not ready 
to consider a new price — Bessin 
says so firmly. Meanwhile, the 
story broke into the newspaper 
headlines. The Canadians think — 
wrongly, as it happens — that this 
was a campaign engineered by 
the ILA. One journalist confided 
to me that he was proud if he had 
contributed to the liquidation of 
such a “profiteering scheme." 
Other journalists took the matter 
up because it was in the news. 

On September 80, the 
Canadians. decided they had had 
enough. They asked for their 
money back (they had paid a first 
installment of $1.5m.). The bulky 
contract that had been 80 op- 
timistically initialled remained 
unsigned. The deal was off. 

The ILA was wrong to let three 
whole months pass — from June 
to September — without securing 
a decision from the Ministers; and 
the excuse that the Cabinet com- 
mittee was busy with more urgent 
matters is not convincing. It is 
true that the cause was lost 
already. The Canadians thought 
they had been cheated into paying 
ILi6m., that they should only have 
paid IL7m. — and they certainly 
would not consider a second in- 
crease.

THE BEERSHEBA Theatre's 
“wPartuffe" is a lot of fun. Director 
Edna Shavit has taken the com- 
edy out of its 17th-century milieu 
and dropped it In the mid-1920s, 
and ghe has the characters break 
into a Charleston at the slightest 
opportunity — of which the play 
offers many. The show opens with 
the loudspeakers blaring ‘‘Crazy 
Rhythm,"’ as a straw-hatted, 
cane-swinging, nimble-footed 
character appears to announce 
the beginning of the proceedings, 
and, ag the curtain rises to reveal 
the cast arranged in a tableau, in- 
troduces them one by one. The 
last to be introduced is the
